A large number of returns for 
the year 1917 have been filed 
with the Inspector of Taxution 
for the province, but it is felt 
that there are a number of per- 


\ : * : 
sons whose incomes are suflic- 


ient to render them = liable to 
taxation who have not yet filed 
returns. These must be filed 
without any notice or - demand 
according to the provisions of 
the Income War Tax Act. This 
does not appear to be generaily 
known and it seems that some 
persons are of the opinion that 
they are only required to file re- 
turns when forms are sent to 
them to do so. This is entirely 
wrong. All persons liable, te 
taxation must get forms for 
themselves, ‘either by applying 
for these at the nearest post of- 
‘fice, or at the office of the In- 
spector of Taxation, Customs 
Building, Calgary. © 

For,1917, incomes liable to 
taxation were those of | single 
persons and widows or widowers 
without dependent children 
where the amount exceeded $1,- 
500.00, and those of married 
persons, widows or widowers 
with dependent children wacre 
the amount exceeded $5,000.00, 
The act has been amended, how- 
ever, and for 1918 taxable. in- 
comes are those in excess of $1,- 
000.00 in the case of single per-: 
sons and $2,000.00 in the case.o 
married persons. 

Steps are being taken to trace 
any defaulters. The penalties 
provided for in the act are not 
yet being imposed and an oppor- 
tunity is still being given to 
those who are liable under the 
act, and who have failed to com- 
ply with it to file returns. There 


js no doubt, however, that before 


long some prosecutions will be 
made, and it is, therefore, 1m- 
portant that: no risks be taken, 
and that all whom the act may 
effect should ‘see that they are 
not incurring any of the penal- 
ties.
